Request For Reconsideration 

Sir: 

In response to the Office Action mailed Nov. 30, 2004 for the above- 
identified application, the undersigned wishes to request reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the rejections of the present application, and the issuance of a new 
office action directed to the originally filed claims of the application. 
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Remarks 



The present application had gone abandoned because the undersigned 
never received the Office Action mailed Nov. 30, 2004, by the USPTO. As a 
result, a response was never filed by the undersigned. 

Accompanying the present paper are several supplemental papers 
relating to the previously submitted petition to revive the present application 
(hereinafter the '615 application) for unavoidable abandonment. 

The present Request For Reconsideration is being made because the 
Examiner did not consider the correct claims in the Nov. 30, 2004 Office Action 
for the '615 application. In the November 30, 2004 Office Action the Examiner 
considered the claims of co-pending U.S. application serial number 10/287,561, 
also being handled by the undersigned. This was due in part to the preliminary 
amendment that was inadvertently and incorrectly submitted by the undersigned, 
in connection with the '615 application, on Sept. 24, 2004. This preliminary 
amendment is identical to the preliminary amendment submitted for the 
10/287,561 application, except that the serial number and filing date were 
changed by the administrative assistant of the undersigned to correspond to the 
serial number and filing date of the '615 application. However, only a 
preliminary amendment for the 10/287,561 application was intended. 

The undersigned regrets any confusion caused by the inadvertent and 
unintentional filing of the Sept. 24, 2004 preliminary amendment for the '615 
application. However, it is believed that this error should have been readily 
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apparent to the Examiner, as the claims presented in the Sept. 24, 2004 
preliminary amendment are completely different from those originally submitted 
in the '615 application. For example, claim 1 presented in the Sept. 24, 2004 
preliminary amendment is completely different from originally submitted claim 1 
in the '615 application. The underlining and strikeouts in claim 1 do not reconcile 
with the originally submitted claim 1 in the '615 application. Even the title on the 
Sept. 24, 2004 preliminary amendment submitted for the '615 application does 
not match the title of the '615 application as filed. Thus, even a cursory review 
by the Examiner of the originally submitted claims in the '615 application would 
have revealed that the claims in the Sept. 24, 2004 preliminary amendment were 
completely different than those presently pending in the '615 application. 
Presumably, the Examiner, upon recognizing this difference, would have 
contacted the undersigned to inquire as to the discrepancies in all of the claims 
presented in the Sept. 24, 2004 preliminary amendment. 
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For these reasons, it is respectfully requested that the USPTO examine 
the originally submitted claims of the present application and provide an action 
regarding same. It is believed that the presently pending claims of the present 
application are allowable and such action is respectfully requested.
